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KEEP ‘THE REGULATIONS IN MIND 


Persons whoaccept third-party traf- 
fic for foreign countries shoulc keep well 
in mind the regulations on this type of 
transmission, 

In line with this, the following ex- 
tracts are reprinted from an article orig- 
inally appearing in PARAGRAPHS, pub- 
lished by the Palo Alto (Calif. ) Club: 

"SS Bulletin 1003c, titled 'Inter- 
national A mateur Radiocommunications, ' 
has the following as part of its contents. 

"Article 41, Section 2 (1) When 
transmissionbetween amateur stations of 
different countries are permitted, they 
shall be made in plain language and shall 
be limited to messages of a technical na- 
_ture relating to tests and to remarks of_ 
apersonalcharacter for which, by reason 
oftheir unimportance, recourse to public 
telecommunications is not justified... 

"Arrangements permitting third 
party communications have been effected 
between the United States and the follow— 
ing countries: 

"Bolivia, Brazil, Canada, Chile, 
Colombia, Costa Rica, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, Equador, El Salvador, Haiti, 
Honduras, Israel, Liberia, Mexico, Nic- 
araga, Panama, Paraguay, Peru ‘and 
Venezuela,

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PHONE PATCH \. 
By Max Main, W# BDH 


If you have often felt that a phone 
patch wouldbe@ valuable asset to your 
shack, this unit may be of interest to 
youinthat it can be built Irom readily 
available parts. 

Any patch must meet the follow- 
ing qualifications to perform satisfact> 
orly" 

1, Wot load or otherwise disturb 
the operation of telephone company 
equipment. 

2. Provide an accurate imped- 
ance tr ansformationfrom the receiver 
audio output into the 600 ohm line. 

3, Match the 600 ohm line into 
the microphone input at the speech 
amplifier, 

4, Accurately monitor the audio 


‘level that your receiver is feeding into 


the phone line. 

The VU meter, of course, allows 
continuous monitoring, but may be el- 
iminated if desired, Care must be 
taken not to allow the receiver gain 
to be advanced too far where cross 
talk of telephones wou ]d occur.
